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ATHABASCA TREATY. 

Jas. H. Ross, and J. A. J. Me- 
Kenna, commissioners for the Atha- 
basca Indian treaty, arrived from 
Athabasca Landing on Monday even- 
ing, accompanied by Insp. Snyder. 
They have completed their part of the 
work of treaty making in the district 
of Athabasca, and report that Com- 
missioner Laird, who had gone te 
Fond du Lac at the easterly end of 
Lake Athabasca, had been successful 
there, and is also on his way to the 
Landing a few days behind. By the 
operations of the commissioners the 
Indian title is extinguished through- 
out the territory marked on the map 
of Canada as the provisional district 
of Athabasca, which is the country 
drained by the Athabasca river from 
the Landing north, and by the Peace 
river from the Rocky Mountains 
northeastward to the shores of Great 
Slave lake. The territory is of great 
area and vast and varied resources. 
It differs most radically in its . differ- 
ent parts, from the high rolling dluff 
studded prairie of Peace river—the 
most beautiful piece of prairie Jand in 
the world—to the bare rocky shores 
of Lake Athabasca at Fond du Lac, 
almost on the edge of the Great 
Barren Grounds of the Arctic. There 
are hundreds of miles of fine agri- 
cultural and grazing lands on Peace 
river, the most wide spread petroleum 
deposit in the known world on the 
Athabasca river, splendid salt de- 
posits near Fort Smith, excellent 
fisheries in the Athabasca and Great 
Slave and hundreds of smaller lakes, 
extensive timber lands in many local- 
ities, and mineral deposits of many 
kinds of yet unknown value. All are 
now open to the enterprise of civiliza- 
tion, under the full legal administra- 
tion of the government of Canada. 

The Indians treated with were of 
the Cree, Chipewyan and Beaver 
tribes, the Crees in the south, the 
Beavers in the west and the Chipe- 
wyans in the north and east. Some 
difficulty in dealing with them arose 
from the fact that they had very loose 
tribal organization. Individuality 
was more strongly developed amongst 
them than among the Indians of the 
plains, the necessities of whose cor- 
dition compelled organization for de- 
fensive purposes. However, all sub- 
scribed to the same treaty. Under 
its provisions the Canadian govern- 
ment pays the Indians $12 each at 
the making of the treaty and $5 each 
in each year after. The government 
undertakes to supply ammunition or 
fish net twine to the value of $1 per 
head per year. Also to give 
certain assistance towards farming 
when called upon. Reserves will be 
set aside for the Indians on their 
demand, of such area as to allow 640 
acres of laud to each family of five. 
If, however, the Indians prefer they 
will be allowed to take their Jand in 
severalty to the amount of 160 acres 
each. The government may also give 
assistance in food in case of scarcity 
among the Indians. 

The treaty commission party reach- 
ed Lesser Slave on June 2list. The 
treaty was accepted by the Indians 
there. Payment was made to 270, 
all Crees. 

There the commission divided. 
Messrs. Ross, McKenna, and Insp. 
Snyder with four police went on to 
St. John’s, Peace river, to treat with 
the Indians there, leaving Slave lake 
on the 23rd. 

Commissioner Laird left the lake on 
the 24th to treat with the Indians at 
Peace River Crossing and Vermilion. 
At Peace River Crossing = small 
number of Crees and Beavers were 
paid. At Vermilion down the Peace, 
about 200 Crees and Beavers divided 
into two bands, were paid. 

Messrs. Ross, McKenna and Snyder 
reached Peace River Crossing on the 
25th. They drove with buckboard 
and wagon from the Crossing to 
within 35 miles of St. John in four 


days. McFee’s Northwest govern: 
ment road cutting party had complet- 
ed the road that far. Through timber 
the road has been cut thirty feet 
wide. All the creeks were bridged, 
and an excellent road had been made 
through the Big muskeg. The first 
two days drive from the Crossing was 
over lovely prairie, studded with 
clumps of trees. The next two days 
was throsgh « country chiefly timber- 
ed, but or good soil and easy to travel 
through. The commissioners were 
informed that the Beaver Indians 
with whom they expected to treat at 
St. [John had come into the fort at 
their usual time in May. The com- 
mission was- timed to be there about 
the middle cf June. The Indisns 
expressed a willingness to meet the 
commissioners, but as they had no 
supply of food on hand and as no 
arrangements had been made to pro- 
vide food for them before the date set 
for the visit of the commissioners they 
could not stay and had gone out again 
to their hunting grounds. They num- 
ber some forty or fifty families, and 
are said to be very well off. The com- 
missioners did not go on to St. Joba, 
and drove back to Dunvegan where 
they treated with ten families of 
Beavers on June 6th. At Dunvegan 
they took boat and reached the Cross- 
ing on the 7th, 60 miles in eight hours. 
| The Peace was high. 
| Messrs. Ross, McKenna and Snyder 
went on from the Crossing by boat 
and overtook Commissioner Laird at 
Vermilion, on the afternoon of the 
9th. They passed on and dealt with 
five families ot Crees at the mouth of 
Little Red river. Left Little Red 
river on the 11th and reached Chipe- 
wyan on the 13th atlla.m. During 
the afternoon made treaty with 600 
Crees and Chipewyans, divided into 
two bands and next day, the 14th, 
started for Fort Smith. Their haste 
at Chipewyan was that they might 
catch the H. B. steamer Graham at 
Smith. Reached Smith Landing on 
the 15th. Treated with 270 Chipe- 
wyans on the 17th and started en the 
return trip by steamer Graham on the 
19th. Reached McMurray on the 
25th. 

At MeMurray Mr. McKenna re- 
mained to arrange the treaty there, 
which he did on Aug. 4th, dealing 
with 140 Crees and Chipewyans, 
divided into two bands. Mr. Mc- 
Kenna then came direct to the Land- 
ing which he reached on the 27th. 

Mr. Ross and Insp Snyder left Mc- 
Murray on July 26th for the Wapis- 
cow lakes, reaching there on Aug. 
12th, two days ahead of the time 
arranged for meeting the Indians 
there. On the 14th treated with 200 
Crees. Reached the Athabasca again 
at Pelican rapids on Aug. 18th, and 
the Landing on Aug. 26th. Notice 
had been given of a treaty meeting at 
the Landing, but the indians did not 
come. It is supposed that they prefer 
to take scrip as half-breeds. 

The party left the Landing on the 
27th and reached Edmonton on the 
night of Monday, Aug. 28th. They 
left Edmonton on the afternoon of 
May 29th. So that they were justa 
day less than three months in complet- 
ing their round, although the high 
water in the Athabasca caused them 
very serious delay. 
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LOCAL IMPROVEMENTS 
IN THE RANGE COUNTRY. 


The MacLeod Gazette in a recent 
issue deals with the application of the 
Northwest government’s local im- 
provement ordinance to the ranching 
country. Some think a tax on cattle 
would be more equitable than a tax 
on land. The Gazette points out that 
if that system were adopted the 
resident of the district whose capital, 
enterprise, and irtelligence were 
developing the country would pay 
all the taxes while the speculative 
land owner would escape. In other 
parts of the Territories of $40,000 
collected for road improvements $11,- 
000 was collected from non-resident 
owners, who under a provision to tax 
only personal property would have 
escaped. In the ranching country 
the tax is $2.00 per quarter section or 
1}e an acre. The money will be ex- 
pended within the local improvement 
district from which it is raised, to 
complete and improve a_ system 
of fire guards, to improve the water 
supply for stock and for domestic 
purposes, and to improve the roads. 

In dealing with this question in the 
regior. of large land holdings, accom- 
panied by heavy investments of capital, 
the Northwest government has shown 
a desire to meet the needs of the 
country as they exist, and bave mani- 
fested no smal! amount of courage.

WHEAT PRICES. 

Winnipeg Commercial Aug. 26th: “The 
firmness shown in the market situation 
seems to have brought more demand from 

«Ontario millers, but they will take nothing 
but 1 hard, so that thisgrade has been raised 
in value a full cent per bushel on its own 
merits. A week ago the closing price of 1 
hard in store Fort William was 70 3.4c, and 
2 hard and 1 northern were 67 1-4c. Yester- 
day the price of 1 herd was 71 1-2c and for 2 
hard and 1 northern 67c, making a spread 
4 1-2c per bushel between the highest and 
lower grades Three hard, 2 northern and 1 
spring are now 7 1-2c under 1 hard. Dried 
wheat has-been in fair request at 65c for 
dried 2 hard, and 64c for dried 2 northern 
store Port Arthur.

PEACE RIVER ROAD. 

McFee’s Northwest government road 
making party have completed the road 
from Peace River Crossing to Peace 
river, about 200 miles. It was intend- 
ed to cut a pack trail north from St. 
John to the Forks of the Nelson river, 
but owing to fear of disatisfaction 
amongst the Indians expressed by the 
men and for other reasons it was de- 
cided to zive up that work this year 
and explore for a continuation of the 
Peace river road from Pine river to the 
head of Rocky Mountain portage, as the 
bulk of prospective travel lay in that 
direction. Coming back Mr. McFee 
will spend some time improving the 
trail from Lesser Slave lake to Peace 
river. 


GOLD DREDGING. 


Chevalier G. A. Drolet, of Montreal, 
accompanied by his son, Ed. B. Drolet, 
and J. Obalski, inspector of mines for 
the goverment of Quebec, crossed the 
river on Monday, having been held up 
in Strathcona by high water since the 
previous Friday night. Mr. Drolet is 
visiting Edmonton in the interest of 
the dredging company with which 
he is connected, who are operating 
the dredge “ Otter” now on the river 
above Big Island. under the manage- 
ment of Mr. A. E. Hogue. Mr. 
Obalski will make a close examination 
of the working of the dredge, the per- 
centage of gold contained in the 
gravel, and the amount saved by 
the present processes, for report to the 
English shareholders. If his report 
is favorable dredging operations on 
the Saskatchewan will be greatly 
extended by the company. Besides 
there is a strong syndicate formed 
to work on Peace river, which will be 
ready to operate on a large scale next 
spring if the Otter proves to be 
a success this fall. The unexpected 
high water has been a great draw- 
back, shortening theZseason seriously 
and rendering operation of the dredge 
more difficult. Mr. Obalski went up 
to the dredge on Wednesday morning. 
Mr. Drolet and party will remain in 
Edmonton about ten days. 

—— 
FURIOUS STORM. 


Prince Albert Advocate : A terrific 
wind, hail and rain storm, accompanied 
by lightning and thunder, passed over 
thie Stony Creek district on the night 
of Monday, 14th inst., the like of 
which has not. occurred in the experi- 
ence of the oldest settler, covering a 
period of twenty-five years. 

The rain fell in sheets, and mingied 
with hail, pleyed havoc with the grow- 
ing crops, which in many cases it has 
entirely destroyed, while the wind was 
so etrong that several houses were un- 
roofed, and fences blown down. One 
child is reported killed by falling 
timbers, and two or three other persons 
slightly hurt. 

The principal damage done was to 
growiug crops, about fifty settlers in 
all being affected, the losses ranging 
from 200 acres down to five, but 
mostly from 10 to 50 acres each. The 
storm is reported to have covered an 
area of from eight to ten miles wide, 
and from tweniy-five to thirty long, 
and embraced practically the whoie of 
the Stony Creek settlement.

DROWNED IN HALFWAY RIVER. 


Word nas been received of the drowning 
about the end of July in Halfway river of a 
yrospector named Hinkle, from Montana, 
Hinkle, J. R. Peters and another man 
srhose name has not been learned, ell from 
Montana, left Edmonton for the Yukon ia 
May of °98. Hinkle and Peters were re- 
turning down Halfway river. On the morn- 
ing of the drowning Peters had left camp 
before breakfast to lock after some — 
horses. On his return he found breakfast 
ready, but not touched, and Hinkle not in 
sight. Hinkle’s dog was sitting on the 
bank of the river whining Soon after 
Hinkle’s horse appeared, having apparently 
come out of the river, and with the saddle 
on. Evidently Hiukle had ridden into the 
river on horseback and been drowned. Search 
was made for the body for two days with- 
out result. 


PEACE RIVER QUAKTZ. 

J. McC. Potts and James L. Free- 
burn arrived from Finlay Forks, Peace 
river, on Monday afternoon last.

FROM THE FAR NORTH. 

B. H. Rollins, of Manchester, New 
Hampshire, U. §. A., arrived on Tues- 
day evening from Rat river near Fort 
Macpherson on Peel river. Mr. 
Rollins had wintered near the head of 
the Arctic Red River, about 250 
miles above its juntion with the Mac- 
kenzie. With him there wintered six 
others: Bennett, of London, England ; 
Fugard and "\awley, of Los Angeles, 
Cal.; Ford, of Dunham, Quebec; and 
Johnson and Hawkias from near 
Hamilton, Ont. This party went up 
the Red river last summer to prospect 
for gold. For the first 75 miles the 
current was slow, but beyond that it 
was swift and the country rugged or 
mountainous. Tn the spring Fugard 
and Rollins went up the river eighteen 
days travel beyound their winter camp. 
They went nearly to the head of the 
river which was amongst high moun- 
tains. They found no gold beyond a 
few colors. During the winter, John- 
son, Ford and Hawkins were very ill of 
scurvy, but recovered sufficiently to be 
able to travel. Bennett and Rawley 
were also sick for‘a short time. No 
deaths vecurred in the party, All are 
now on their way out. 


After coming down Red river Mr: 
Rollins went on to Rat river intending 
to cross to the Poreupine. The water 
was very high and travel was difficult. 
Tue Indian guide and helper...that 
Mr. Rollins had hired deserted him 
and he gave up the attempt. At Rat 
river he found about 15 deserted 
cabins which had been occupied by 
prospectors last winter. All had appar- 
ently gone across during the winter. 
Nove were there at the time of Mr. 
Rollins visit. On returning to Fort 
Macpherson he heard that most of the 
prospectors who had wintered on Wind 
river, up the Peel, had gone across to 
the Stewart. About fifteen prospectors 
from Rat tiver and Wind river were on 
their way back, most of them suffering 
from scurvy. Five deaths were report- 
ed to have occurred at Rat River camp, 
and six at Wind river, during the past 
winter. 


Mr. Rollins caught the H. B. Co. 
steamer at Good Hope and came by 
steamer to McMurray. A large num- 
ber of prospectors had wintered at Fort 
Norman, intending ‘to cross the moun- 
tains by way of Gravel river. <A few 
had gone across, but most of them 
were returning. Very littl. sickness 
was reported amongst them. 


At Simpson a number of returning 
prospectors were met coming down the 
Liard. Some of them had been up as 
far as Frances lake and some across to 
the Pelly. Amongst the latter was 
Chas. Larsen. McLeod, H. B. officer 
at Fort Liard, was on his way out with 
his family for a vacation. About 125 
men were passed at McMurray on 
their way up the river. 


GREAT SLAVE GOLD MINING. 

Dr. Aiston, F. J. Schneider «and E. 
Metzold, of the Yukon Valley Pros- 
pecting and Mining Company, returned 
from Great Slave lake yesterday. They 
with W.J. McLean, A. Hirsh, J. L. 
Douglas, Leonard Galbraith, W. F. 
Cannon, Henry Martin and A. Living 
stone, of the same company, left Ed- 
monton the last week of May for Great 
Slave lake, to test and satisfy them- 
sclves as to the vaiue of the claims 
staked there the preceding fall by the 
company. They reached Fort Resolu- 
tion on the 10th July and immediately 
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ed across the lake to Fond du 
‘Lac where, on Mel.ean’s butte, the 
richest claims were supposed to be. A 
portion of the rock was blasted. oui and 
assayed. It proved practically value- 
less, only slight traces of gold being 
found. They then returned to the 
galena claims on the south shore of the 
lake and sank a shaft, but the prospect 
got poorer the deeper they went and 
they abandoned it, On the “Ist of 
August all of the party except six 
started back. Those who remained at 


the lake to continue prospecting were : | sulls. 


McLean, Livingstone, Martin and three 
of the members of the original company, 
who went north two years ago. 

The members of the Ransom party or 
Great Slave lake mining company, 
whe went north this spring with the 
Yukon Valley Co., are also returning 


and will be out in a few days with the 


other members of of the last named 
company. ‘Their launch was left at 
the lake for the use of McLean and his 
companions.

MANITOBA CROPS. 
Commercial, Aug. 26th: Harvest- 
ing operations continue. The week 
has been very favorable as far as the 
weather is concerned all over the 
courtry, one or two showers of rain 
being the only drawback encountered. 


‘A great deal of cutting has been done 


principally in the southern and south- 
western districts and the harvest is 
now well advanced in the early dis- 
tricts. Help arrived on Thursday from 
the east and the question of labor is 
now to a large extent settled. It is 
preity certain though that the supply 
of help is still some what short of 
actual requirements. The government 
crop bulletin which is published else- 
where in this issue makes interesting 
reading at this juncture. The esti- 
mate of a yield of over 62,000,000 
bushels of grain is extremely gratifying.

Callum and Geo, Adsitt, ho left Ed- 
monton in the spring of ’98 for the 
upper Liard and Pelly rivers by pack 
train on the overland route. The 
pa reached Mud river, a tributary 
of. the Liard west of the Rocky Moun- 
tains last fall and went into winter 
quarters there. Eight out of their 
nine pack horses wintered well and 
were fat in 
had a letter from them dated Zin 
November last which told of their pre- 
arations for winter. They were then 
on Mud river about 60 miles above its 
junction with the Liard, which lay to 
the north, and 90 miles east of Sylves- 
ter’s Landing or Dease post of the H. 
B. Co. on Dease river in the Cassiar 
district of British Columbia. The 
letters most recently received are dated 
on June 17th, June 18th and July 
10th. 

The letter of June 17th, was dated 
from Sylvester’s Landing and said 
that they had started with pack 
horses from their winter camp to 
Sylvester's, but owing to high water in 
the streams they had to cross they 
were compelled to turn the horses 
back, and go on afoot, Duricg the 
winter they had been well supplied 
with food and had killed 18 moose, 7 
bear, a black fox and other fur. They 
had given five of the moose to a Texas 
party who were short of provisions. 
On their return from Sylvester’s they 
intended prospecting at the Forks of 
the Mud or Black river, where they 
had last fall found gold half the size of 
wheat kernels and decayed quartz. 
Jones’ patty had wintered on the 
Black river about twelve miles from 
their winter camp. Jones brought 


seventeen head of cattle there 
in the fall. He slaughtered them 
during the winter, made the 


meat into permmican, and brought it 
to Sylvester's by boat for sale in the 
spring. On the way one of his mes, 
Joe Butler, was drowned in the Liard 
at Cranberry portage. Jones had 
horses as well as cattle and they came 
through the winter in good shape. 


The letter of June 18th also from 
Sylvester’s gives the prices of pro- 
visions: Flour $17 per.100, $2 less 
than before the free traders arrived. 
Bacon 35c a pound. Rice 25c. Salt 
20c. Tea 80c to $l. It gives further 
particulars as to the location of samples 
of quartz sent in and mentions that 
prospectors generally pay no attention 
to quartz in that region. It says, how- 
ever, that men will get down to bus- 
iness this summer. Last summer they 
did nothing but travel. The letter 
says: We have some good pointers 
about the country at the north fork 
of the Finlay. Can get there in nine 
days from where our outtitis. The 
middle branch of the Black, the one 
the trail follows is no good. You 
can’t raise a color; not even black 
sand, The other two branches have 
flour gold, and little points on some 
bars, about a day’s work in a place, 
would pay perhaps $5 a day. We will 
prospect to their head. We may 
perhaps find coarse gold where the 
flour gold comes from. 


The third letter is written from the 
camp oa the Black river after their 
return from Sylvester. They had 
then decided that Adsitt should take 
employment with the H. B. Co. and 
McCallum join Beekman and Martin, 
two prospectors from Los Angeles, 
California, who had come by the water 
route from Edmonton and who were 


| looking for a creek emptying into the 


east branch of the Black river, on 
which a man named Muckle had made 
nearly $50,000 three years ago. A 
trail from lLaketon crosses the east 
branch of the Black near that creek. 
McCallum and Adsitt had noticed the 


trail mentioned last summer, and had } 


faith in the story. The two men 


the spring.
